RACING PROSPECTS IN FAR NORTHWEST. 



San Francisco, Cal., Aiiril 15. — A1 Dobson has ro- 
t’.irned from Calgary, Alherta. where he attended 
the last meeting of the Western Canada Turf Asso- 
ciation. April 3, whey tlie organization of that 
IxMly was iierfocted. Mr. Dobson reiiorts that there 
will be eighty days of racing In northwestern Can- 
ada this summer, divided between fifteen different 
cities, and that $10S.0<X) will lie distributed to 
owners in stakes and purses. He said: 

“The new jockey club, which was proposed in 
February, completed Its organization at the Calgary 
meeting. It was formed on the lines of the Pa- 
cific Jockey Club, vesting its i»ower In a lioard of 
live stewards. One of the stewards, F. H. Martin, 
of Moose Jaw, will be present throughout the 
circuit and will see that everything is conducted in 
an up-to-date and proper manner. A professional 
starter, who will use either a Vose or a Maxwell 
gate, will dispatch the runners. Only about fifty 
thoroughbreds will follow the circuit, there being 
stable room for no more. 

“To show what the people of Canada think of 
the new circuit, I might sa.v I have been commis- 
sioned by three men of different cities to buy and 
ship to them from two to five horses each. The 
'Canadians are splendid judges of borsefiesh and 
readily hu.v a thoroughbred that looks good to them. 
I believe that every good sound horse shipped there 
from Califontia will find a pnrebaaer.". •

MR. VANDERBILT’S EPSOM DERBY HORSE. 

Mr. W. K. Vanderliilt is tlie owner of a French- 
bri-d eolt that of lale has rei-eiv»-d eonsideralde no- 
liee ill eonneetion with the Ejisoin I»erl>y. Tills is 
lieeanse some iierson has liaeked the eolt until he 
is now at K» to 1 in the Derby quotations. The race 
will lie rini .Time il, and at this time of the year it 
does not reipiire the investment of any great sum 
to give an eligilde such a standing in tlie liettlng 
market. It d»K*s not appear that tliere is any very 
giKMl reason to e.vpeet Sea Sick II. to lie returned 
the winner of the foremost race of the world. In- 
deed it is not certain that .Mr. Vanderbilt intends 
to s*-nd him to Eiigluinl to rim in the race. Of 
lliis matier, and tlie colt’s history, the I’aris cor- 
i'es|H>ndeiit of London SiKirtiug Life wrote recently; 

‘1 cannot understand who has lieeii liackiiig Sea 
Sick (or Sea Sick II.. as lie must he known in 
England) for tlie Epsom Derby. 1 can tell you 
for certain that it is not .Mr. Vanderbilt, nor his 
trainer, Wallace Duke. Proliahly some one, Im- 
pres.si'd by the colt's performance at Mai.sous La- 
lille. lias sent a little money to one or other of the 
eoiiiinissioii agents, and they liave covered them- 
selves at the Eoudon clubs. It is pos-sihlc that 
some liookinakers, uiiticipating money for the horse, 
have taken a bet or two about him with a view 
to ‘laying oil'.’ liut atiyoiie who takes 14 to 1 about 
a Freiieli horse for the English Derby at the present 
lime must lx* very liold or must know something 
wliieh tlie owner and trainer do not know. For 
myself, 1 should call such a hacker very impru- 
dent. 

“Tlie price tliat Saffery obtained aliont Montargis. 
Kn) to 1. represents the odds that ought to be 
offered against Sea Sick II. for the Eiiglisli Iterliy 
at the present time. .-Vlthough he wou the Handi- 
cap Optional at .Malsons Ealitte, he was a good 
way down in the scale of weights, and none of 
tiK- best liorses ran. Tliere will he many people 
prejudiced against him on account of his name, 
and it must be admitted tliat it is not a very 
liaiipy eflort In the way of nomenclature. When 1 
reeeiilly wrote of Mr. V’auderbilt’s horses In train- 
ing, I siMike favoralily of Sea Sick II.. hut I did 
not ex|»eet to see liiin figuring so early in the Derliy 
IM-Itliig, and it must not he overkioked that Mr. 
Vanderbilt has another candidate at Epsom, and 
olh(*r French horses are also entered. 

"Si-a .Sick II. was l»red liy >1. Gaston Dreyfus, at 
tlie Haras dit I’erray, which has turned out so inaiiy 
gixKl liorses in France, and was sold as a yearling 
l>y puhlic auction at Deativille, .Mr. W. K. Vander- 
bilt lieiug the purchaser for S«M> sovereigns. At the 
same sale, .Mr. Vanderliilt gave 2.240 sovereigns 
for another yearling from the same stud. This 
was .Miailavalle, a colt liy St. Damien out of Mar- 
cia, wliicli is also entered for the Epsom Derby. 
Tills eolt only carried silk once last year, when 
lie was unplaced to Hallnia at Maisons-Lafltte, Imt 
lie is capalile of great improvement. Sea Sick II. 
is by Elf II., tlie Ascot Gold Cup winner in ISStS, 
which is now standing at the Haras de Victot in 
Normandy, his dam being Saf Saf. He ran four 
times Inst year and won on two occasions. He 
made his dehnt in the Prlx Yacowlef, a flve-fur- 
longs race at/ Deauville, when he finished third 
to the Marquis de Ganay’s Pernamliouc. He started 
favorite, which indicates that he had Iteen satis- 
factorily tried. Pernambouc did not win a race 

afterward, and was beaten by Mr. Vanderbilt's 
Schuyler in the Prix de La Rochette at Chantilly. 
.Schuyler Is American-bred, being by Meddler, out of 

I. oui8e N., and is Mr. Vanderbilt’s best three-year- 
old. His owner hopes to win the Grand Prlx de 
Paris with him, and that is why, no doubt. Sea Sick 

II. may be free for his English engagement, but I 
can tell yon that the stable estimate puts Sea Sick 
II. a goo«l way behind Schuyler. 

“Sea Sick II. ’s second apiiearance was in the 
Prix de Nexel, a race for two-year-old colts at St. 
Cloud on September 16. the distance being six and 
a half furlongs. This race he won by two lengths, 
lieating Viscos and Patachon. Viscos afterward won 
the Premier Prix d’Aiitomne, distance a mile, at 
Ixmgchamps, but the value of this race was only 
.■G240, anti the horses comiieting were very moder- 
ate. Sea Sick II. won again at St. Cloud, in heavy 
gdlng on Septenilier 30, the distance this time being 
seven and a half furlongs. It was, however, only 
a small race, value £160. In October he ran third 
for the Prix Eclipse, value £1,064. at Malsons-lJi- 
fltte, the winner being Lamanenr, which was giving 
five pounds. The distance was seven furlongs. La- 
maneur is nothing out of the common and was 
beaten a long way by Talo Blrihll and Magellan, 
in the Peix de Conde. at Ijongcharaps, a fortnight 
later. This clearly is not Derby form. The moral 
from an this is that Sea Sick II. on his two-year- 
^d f^rai 'Is distinctly a second-class horse. When 
be rum In’ third-class company he wins, hut when 
be meets anything approaching top-cluM, be is 
beaten.*'
